Mr. WINDEYBH did not impeach lb* Co 
lonlil Secretary withinconiiatency in departing 
it. in any rule aa to the r*ciption of such ed- 
dreuei si the preunt, u b* wit not aware of 
any ml* which wu binding on tba Council on 
the tubjeel ; hut kt wu oppoaed to the no- 
tion, becanat tbe grourda 00 which it wai 
aunnolled by the Colonial Secretary did not 
eliit. And tnt with regard 10 ihe 
tonnage duty : he eontended that 
the ahipowaeri had no right It all 
to claim the expenditure of thi* 
turn for their peculiar btnafit. Th* Aet in- 
deed under which that tonnage wu levied, 
abolished th* appointment of ib* vary officer 
whom thay now atksd to bare appointed, lie 
found in the Att 7th Vintorla, c, 21, that th*

and dutiea of Superintandent of Water Police,

Fohee abal) ba, and lb* aetno at* hereby veatid 
in any polio* magiltrate, ot *ny of Her Ma- 
jesty* juilicu of th* peace for tha city of 
Sydney, or for any town where lueh office of 
Superintendent of Wile Polio* lhall be now 
extant," The I ith taction of th* Act than 
went on to enact, thit the duly of 01 peT Lou, 
which wu formerly paid, ahould be reduced tu 
3d, Itwu plain , therefore, that lb. duty 
wu ao reduced in contlderiiion of tb* 
abolition or thia vary offlea, which it wu now 
contemplated to ratter*. But he would now 
come to tee what the Hi. teilly wu, whither 
it waa auch * peculiet tax u the Colonial 
Secretary learned lo think i and here, be ooii- 
lended, it wu not auch a tax u wu paid by 
the aquatlira.
